REMARKS 

The Examiner's continued attention to the present application is noted with appreciation. 

In the above referenced Final Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-28, 32, 33, and 35-42 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Littau et al (6,429,930). The Examiner also rejected 
claims 29-31 and 34 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Littau, et al., and rejected claims 
43-77 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Littau et al. in view of Kroko. In the above 
referenced Advisory Action, the Examiner allowed claims 1 , 4-23, 25-34, and 37-39. Applicant hereby 
cancels claims 2, 3, 24, 35, 36, and 40-77, thus placing the present application in condition for allowance.
